A meeting of Granite City 
officials and city council mem- 
hers to discuss “‘all aspects’ of 
the 1970-71 budget and appro: 
priation is to be held at 8 p.m. 
today in the council chambers 
on the third floor of the city 
hall,’

al session, the first 
discussion of the 
appropriation Will, was called by 
the Finance Committee of the 
city council headed by Alder- 
man R. E. Robertson. The 
budget and appropriation must 
be approved by the council and 
published not later than July 
31, and formal actioh is possible 
July 20 if agreement can be 
reached, 

Alderman Charles Moerlien, a 
member of the Finance Com- 
mittee, said the meeting will be 
open to the public. 

He said the Finance Commit- 
tee has been conducting a series 
of meetings with department 
heads and other council com- 
mittees to obtain estimates on 
projected expenditures for the 
current fiscal year. 

$2.9 Million Proposal 

The only budget figure pre- 
sented thus far is that contained 
in an appropriation measure 
prepared by Mayor Donald 
Partney, calling for a total of 
$2,930,337 for the 1970-71 fiscal 
year. The city’s fiscal period be- 
gan May 1 and will continue 
through next April 30. 

Partney’s proposed budget is 
a cut of, $814,806 below last 
year's record appropriation of 
$3,745,143. 

Bulk of the reduction is in the 
sewer maintenance account, 
which the mayor has projected 
in his budget draft at $227,350, 
a cut of $599,150 below last 
year’s sewer maintenance budg- 
et of $826,500. 

The record appropriation last 
year was required to pay sewer 
repairs that are estimated to 
have exceeded the $826,500 ap- 
propriation total. 

The mayor’s budget reflects 
all salaries at the last-year 
levels, but the overall appropri- 
ation includes $28,800 for salary 
increases which are expected to 
be fixed at a flat $50 per month 
across-the-board for all police 
and fire department employees, 
with other, increases on a pro- 
portionate percentage basis. 

The budget does not include 
any local improvement items. 
These customarily are added to 
the budget by council members 
over opposition of the mayor. 

Partney has. maintained that 
local improvements should be 
suspended due to the city’s 
present financial dilemma.

Nameoki Electors 
Meet Tonight on 
Highway Budget 


Opposition by a citizens’ 
group to proposed increases in 
some appropriation accounts of 
the Nameoki township highway 
department has developed in 
advance of a special township 
electors’ meeting tonight in 
which the budget amendments 
will be sought. 

The special meting has been 
called for 8 p.m. in the Name- 
oki town hall by Charles Hanks, 
township highway commission- 
er. 

It will follow the regularly 
scheduled town board meeting 
which will convene at 7 p.m., 
also in the town hall at 4250 
Highway 162. 

The opposition to higher town- 
ship road funds came from the 
Nameoki Township Citizens 
Committee which urged town- 
ship residents to attend to- 
night’s meeting to vote for or 
against the $68,200 in proposed 
increases “or to seta figure 
of your own.” ‘ 

The committee said that it 
believes there is no need for 
such an increase for the 1969-70 
fiscal year, and that no change 
in conditions warrants an in- 
crease of more than 50% in the 
budget for the 1970-71 fiscal 
year. 

Hanks is seeking an increase 
in certain. budget accounts of 
both ‘the current 1969-70 fiscal 
year, which ends Aug. 31, and 
the 1970-71 fiscal year, which 
begins on Sépt. 1. 

During the last two months 
the town board has refused to 
approve a number of “highway 
department bills on grounds 
that the 1969-70 appropriation 
for the items is exhausted and 
that payment cannot be made 
unless an appropriation is pro- 
vided, 

Refusal to approve the bills 
does not involve the availability 
of funds, since ‘there are bal- 
ances in all highway acounts: to 
meet all outstanding bills 

The electors will be asked in 
tonight’s meeting to amend the 
hard road fund budget and ap- 
propriation for the. 1969-70 fis- 
cal year by increasing the bud- 
get for labor costs from $9000 to 
$18,000; materials and supplies 
from $42,000 to $45,000, and 
rental of machinery, tractors 
and other equipment from 
nothing to $10,000. 

An amendment also will be 
sought in the 1970-71 permanent 
road fynd budget to increase 
labor costs from $9000 to $18,- 
000; materials and supplies 
from $25,000 to $42,000; rental 
of machinery, tractors and 
equipment from nothing to $10,- 
000 and to increase the treas- 
urer’s commission from $500 to 
$700. 

In addition, an increase will 
be requested in the regular 
road fund to project expendi- 
tures. for materials and sup- 
Plies at $16,500 instead of the 
$6,500 presently in the appro- 
priation. 
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Amended Exemption Law to Increase Loss 
In 1970 Assessments of Quad-City Area 


The Homestead Exemption 
law extending a $1500 real es- 
tate assessment reduction to 
taxpayers 65 and older has been 
amended by the Illinois General 
Assembly to include several ad- 
ditional categories of property 
owners who were not eligible 
for the tax break under the 
original bill 


The bill, newly signed into 
law by Governor Ogilvie, will 
require a special period in 
which those eligible for the ex- 
emption ;may file applications 
with township assessors, accord- 
ing to. James Barton, Granite 
City township assessor 

The original legislation, ap- 
proved in the 1969 legislative 
session, provided a $1500 real 
estate assessment reduction on 
homes owned solely by persons 
65 or older, or owned by such 
person as a joint tenant or ten- 
ant in common with his spouse 
and no other person. 

Under the amendment, home 
owners now are eligible if they 
own the home with such rela 
tives as brothers, sisters and 
children, in addition to their 
spouse. 

The home owner no longer 
need be the sole owner to qual- 
ify for the exemption; he now 
may qualify if he owns an un- 
divided half or quarter interest 
in the home 

Others Also Qualify 

Others who also qualify for 
the ‘exemption as a result of 
the ‘amending legislation are 
owners of a life interest in a 
home, persons buying homes 
under bond for deed, and own- 
ers’ of condominiums or «ci 
operative apartments, so long 
As they are 65 or older. 

‘Only. one exemption al- 
lowed on each home, however, 
regardless of the number of 
joint owners of a home who are 
65 or older. 

Applications for exemptions 
under the original-bill were ac- 
cepted by township assessors 
during January and February 

These exemptions were com 
puted in preparation of town 
shipassessing books which have 
been completed in some town- 
ships and already turned over 
to the Madison county Board 
of Review. 

Dale Hilt, chief clerk of the 
review board,- said the require- 
ment for a new application pe- 
riod’ is certain to cause delay 
in completion of the 1970 as- 
sessment books. He said forms 
for obtaining exemption appli- 
cations from the newly qualified 
home owners have not yet been 
received from the state depart- 
ment of revenue. 

Will Set File Period 

When the forms become avail- 
able, he said, the review board 
will) set a filing period, prob- 
ably of 30 to 45 days. The ap- 
plications, as they were under 
the original bill, will be filed 
with town assessors.

Declines 


36,086 GC Preliminary 
Census; 246,126 Total 
In County, Up 21,437 


The population within'the city 
limits of Granite City declined 
by-3987 persons during the past 
decade to a new total of 36,086, 
according to preliminary figures 
of the 1970 census announced 
today by the regional census bu- 
reau at Chicago. Granite City’s 
1960 official census total was 
40,073. 

A similar drop in population 
at Alton was reported in a new 
census total of 39,200, a decline 
of 3847 below the 1960 census of 
43,047. 

In. Collinsville, the census fig- 
ure for 1970 is 18,810, up 4593 
from the 1960 tally of 14,217, 

The new figures, announced 
by Theodore F, Olson, regional 
census director, showed an in- 
cease of 21,437 residents in Mad- 
ison county during the ten-year 
period. Preliminary figures 
show a Madison county popula- 
tion of 246,126 for 1970, com- 
pared with 224,689 in 1960. 

Olson said official census fig- 
ures are being computed and 
will be announced this fall. 

St. Clair County Up 

Neighboring St. Clair county 
also showed a population gain, 
but in a lesser amount than in 
Madison county. The 1970 cen- 
sus total for St. Clair county was 
fixed at 279,198, an increase of 
16,689 over the 1960 figure of 

509, 

The new census figures sub- 
stantiate earlier indications of a 
population shift from cities to 
suburban areas, a factor also 
borne out by a drop in the East 
St. Louis population from 81,712 
in the 1960 census to 68,016 this 
year, and a decline of from 
750,026 to 608,078 in St. Louis. 

. Louis county, on the other 
showed a population in- 
se of about 34%, from 703,- 

2 in 1960 to 947,231, 

The loss of 141,948 residents 
in the city of St. Louis was a 
drop of 19%, while in East St. 
Louis the population loss 
amounted to 16.8%, 

In Granite City the 9.99% loss 
in population is a substantial 
cut below the results shown in 
an official special census taken 
here about five years ago. At 
that time, the special census in- 
dicated a population of 39,850, 
only slightly less than the offi- 

1960 figure of 40,073, 
Used Higher Base 

Township and city officials, 
however, used the base of 40,000- 
plus in population in 1969 to set 
the salary of Town Assessor 
James Barton at $13,000 per 
year, a salary allowed by an en- 
abling act passed by the state 
legislature. In cities of less 
than 40,000, the maximum sal- 
ary of the township assessor is 
pegged at a maximum of $10,000.

Finance officials earlier’ this 
year estimated that the city 
will receive about $1,382,000 
from, the tax collections» now 
under way. From this-revenue, 
the city must repay $223,000 it 
owes the working cash fund, 
leaving a potential net tax. in- 
come of $1,159,000. 

Other revenue projected dur- 
ing the current year includes 
$605,000 in sales tax, $250,000 in 
state. income tax, $45,600 from 
parking meter operation, 
$176,000 in tax erie 
$4000 in lieu of taxes, $80,000 
from stickers, fines and other 
sources and $140,000 for li- 
censes, permits and revenue 
from other city departments. 

The tax revenue, combined 
with funds from other sources, 
provides an expected income of 
$2,459,000. 

In addition, -the city would be 
able to borrow back the $223,000 
it repaid the work’ 
out of tax receipts, 
potential total in 
682,600, 

The projection of 1970-71 rev- 
enue did not include any bal- 
ances from the 1969-70 year. 
City officials do not anticipate 
balances of any substantial

County Traller 
Park Hearing Set 
For July 28 


A public hearing on new 
Madison county trailer park 
regulations will be held at 7 
p.m. July 28 in the Madison 
county courthouse at Edwards- 
ville. 

A tentative draft of the ord- 
inance has been developed by 
the Southwestern Illinois Met- 
ropolitan Area Plan Commis- 
sion and is under consideration 
by the investigation and license 
committee of the County Board: 
of Supervisors. 

The hearing was called to 
discuss aspects of the ordin- 
ance with industrial interests, 
and a second hearing for the 
general’ public will be sched- 
uled later, according to Ed- 
ward Voumard of Alton, chair- 
man of the county board com- 
mittee. 

Administration of the trailer 
park control law would be 
handled by the county building 
and zoning official and the 
committee, according to the 
SIMAPC proposal. 

It would require that a per- 
mit be obtained at a fee of $25 
before a mobile home park 
could be developed. After con- 
struction, -a final inspection 
would be required before a 
license to operate would be 
issued. 

Proposed annual license fees 
then would be $50 plus $25 for 
each unit above the number 
specified in initial plans. 

According to proposed regu- 
lations, trailer park operators 
must provide concrete pads at 
least six inches thick and 10x40 
feet in dimension, Driveways 
and accessways must be at 
least 24 feet wide and contain 
conerete curbs and gutters. 

Paved sidewalks at least four 
feet wide would be required on 
both sides of access roads and 
from the pads to service build- 
ings, and would be lighted at 
night. 

The ordinance calls. for 
service buildings, such as 
laundry, storage and office 
facilities, a water supply, fire 
protection, electrical services 
and sewage. 

Operators would be given 
five days after notice to cor- 
rect conditions in violation of 
the ordinance. 

The proposed ordinance stip- 
ulates penalties for violations 
of fines not to exceed $100 or 
90 days in the county jail or 
both. Each day -of violation 
would constitute a separate of- 
fense.

Jack Brown, a former nar- 
cotics addict’ and longtime 
prison inmate, will be the fea- 
tured speaker at a Youth March 
and Demonstration Friday, July 
17, at the First Assembly of 
God, 24th street and Grand 
avenue.

They decided to take a bus 
from Nameoki Village and, on 
the way over, Brown began to 
share some of his background 
with the pastor. He spoke in 
what was, for Brown, a whis- 
per, but his deep, gravely voice 
echoed throughout the bus. 

While he recounted stories of 
shaving Al Capone and being set 
on fire in the middle of the night 
by old Mr. Stroud, the “Bird- 
man of Alcatraz,”’ the whole bus 
fell silent, During the course of 
the evening, he said that Zon- 
dervan himself had asked 
Brown for his biography after 
hearing him speak, byt to that 
time no one had come up with 
a style and “feeling” for it. 

Before the Browns left here, 
Pastor Groff had agreed with 
Brown to write three chapters 
to submit to the publisher. The 
material was accepted with en- 
thusiasm and the work started 
in earnest. During the ensuing 
months, Groff accompanied 
Brown to various schools and 
prisons to see the “old con” in 
action. The result will soon ap- 
pear in print. 

With the theme, ‘They Shall 
Know That-We Are Christians 
By Our Love,” the march to be 
held next week is expected to 
attract more than 1500 young 
people from this region in a non- 
reactive, non - political demon- 
stration. Support from Roca, 
Young Life, CYO and the Youth 
Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce have made the out- 
look most impressive, the local 
pastor says. 

Teenagers from this area are

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Computers Will Be Improved But 
Need for Good Sense Will Remain

Sometimes businessmen ask 
me, “If industry is such a 
small part of our economy, who 
pays for this economy of ours?”

You know, the New York 
Times will print it on Page 8 
but most of us won't read it, 
unless we are farmers. The 
same is becoming true of busi- 
ness. 

This doesn’t necessarily mean 
that business will no longer be 
the center of action. 

There are 200 people studying 
this post-industrial culture; 198 
of them argue that business 
will, in fact; disappear as the 
center of action. 

Ask them, ‘‘What is the center 
of action?” And to a man they 
answer, ‘‘The University.” All 
198 are professors. 

There are two of us who think 
that the policy-research organi 
zation will be the center of ac- 
tion —I won't mention the 
names. 

In the civil engineering field, 
changes come slowly; a man 
who is 55 years old will earn 
more than a man 45; a man 65 
more than a man 55, 

In. computer technology, you 
tend to reach a peak salary at 
30 to 33; from that: point, you 
either go back to school or 
move into management using 
the computer point of view, or 
accept a flattening-out of your 
salary. 

In the field of civil engi- 
neering, judgment, matur- 
ity, experience, good sense, 
all play extremely impor- 
tant roles. And, in the field 
of computer design, knowl- 
edge, courage, expertise, 
creativity — these are what 
pay off. 

‘TE seems lkely that more 
and more of our society will 
be run by the first set of 
qualities and less by the 
second set. This changes a 
lot of things. 

You always see statements 
that a computer has intrinsi 
limits in it; that it can’t tran- 
scend mankind. 

Actually, computers will play 
chess probably better than any 
man near you. The computer 
will not beat a chess master— 
but, neither will you, you see. 


It transcends the people who 
designed the computer. 

During the next’ thirty 
years, I would assume a 
factor of improvement in 
computers of something on 
the order of a hundred bil- 
lion. It might be ten less or 
ten more, but it isn’t going 
to be, say, ten thousand 
less. 

If true, then anything you 
know about computers today 
will be wildly off, thirty 
years from now. 

If you know that computers 
hhave a basic limitation in them, 
you have that information by 
revelation, ‘not by analysis. No 
such paper has been yet pub- 
lished. 

I would not be surprised to 
see that, at the end of the cen- 
tury, a computer might give the 
same kind of talk I am giving, 
to maybe a group of computer: 
the ‘National Association of 
Computers.” I sometimes sa 
“It won't be as funny, but . . 

‘There are three things going 
‘on today in America—an ero- 
sion of traditional values; a 
change of values, which has al- 
ready occurred; and a search 
for new values. At‘the point of 
the upper middle class, I think 
all three processes are of equal 
importance and related to each 
other. 

To illustrate what I mean 
‘about changing values, it would 
shock this’ generation to learn 
the young kids in Harvard are 
devotees of astrology. The 
pook, “I Ching,’ the Chinese 
book of numbers, is a best- 


seller in the Harvard book 
store. Your generation never 
heard of it. 

I published a book called ‘The 
Year Two Thousand,” about 
three years ago, and I notice 
that a number of things we sort 
of forecast for the late Sev- 
enties, early mid-Eighties, are 
happening today. 

In other words, a lot of 
things are moving a lot faster 
than we thought, but I really 
ascribe most of that as being 
due to the Vietnamese war. 

To give a sense of why this 
upper-middle-class_ kid 
ning against progress, take one 
example: It is likely that in ten 
or twenty years — you can pick 
the sex of children. 

Let's say, it did happen. You 
would agree, it would be Kind

dia or China, where there is no 
interest in having girl children. 
In a place like Japan, it would 
go like eighty-twenty. 

Every girl I have talked to in 
this country seems to follow a 
two-to-one ratio. 

Another example: We 
someday may be able fo 
pick the shape, weight, 
height, IQ, vigor of our 
children. Do you think that 
will improve human happi- 
ness? I don’t think so. 

‘There is an experiment some- 
body did, which may amuse 
you. 

‘About two years ago, scien- 
tists took the chromosome ma- 
terial of the intestines of a frog 
and replaced it in the fertilized 
egg of a different species 
frog, with the original genetic 
material. 

Some two per cent of the re 
sultant tadpoles survived to 
maturity and produced the gen- 
etic twin of the original frog. 
That's called ‘vegetative repro- 
duction. 

If the thing works out, we 
ought tp be able to reproduce 
the genetic twin of any individ- 
ual. 

I mentioned this to my wife, 
and she got very upset. It 
turned out, we had exactly the 
same picture — about ten Her- 
man Kahns a year. Her position 
was, she couldn't live in that 
world. My position was, you 
don't want to run short! 

Remember, I quoted Calvin 
Coolidge’s remarks, ‘The busi- 
ness of America is business.” 
You know what the business of 
Africa is today? Creating a new 
society — a very remarkable 
business, completely unheard 
of. 

But what is unheard of in the 
current-effort is that there are 
very few external forces which 
are forcing the society. 

Those levers are disappear- 
ing, as I mentioned’ earlier, so 
that — to a degree which is un- 
precedented in history — we 
are creating something without 
necessarily having arranged 
frameworks to fit it into. 

By the way, the hippies are 
very conscious of this. They 
perceive themselves as the new 
society, or at least the precurs- 
ors of it. 

They can’t describe this new 
society; their position is that 
they are John the Baptist, not 
Jesus Christ. John the Baptist 
hasn't got the message; he is 
not Jesus Christ. He is just the 
man that comes first and gets 
rid of all the crud, and then 
comes the man with the mes- 
sage. 

The hippies are very fond of 
quoting the Sermon on the 
Mount which, it seems to them, 
describes their way of life. I 
might tend to disagree. 

But I do agree with the 
basic position that we are 
designing a new society. 

My own position is, for 
the first time in’ my life I 
am a conservative. It’s very 
hard to recreate values, and 
one wants to hold on to 
them a while before reject- 
ing them. 

‘The thing surprising me 
more than anything else is 
a kind of willingness on the 
part of government, parents 
and school boards, to sort of 
Jet these matters drift. 

Just as no previous genera- 
tion could design a future so- 
ciety well by our standards, so 
it’s probable that this genera- 
tion won't design a future 
society well in terms of the 
generation to follow: But we 
may want to make some 
suggestions.

OPPOSE MORE NAMEOKI 
TOWNSHIP ROAD FUNDS 
To the Editor: 

Citizens of Nameoki township 
should take notice of a special 
meeting called by Highway 
Commissioner Charles Hanks to 
be held at the township hall, 
4250 Highway 162, tonight at & 
o'clock to amend his budget. 

At a meeting March 31, the 
people of the township voted to 
set a budget for the Road and 
Bridge Fund of $47,280 and for 
the Special Hard Road Fund 
of $35,000, 

This was a ‘figure suggested 
by the highway commissioner 
as a total needed to maintain 
the township roads. However, 
since that time, Hanks has dis- 
covered that the Town Board of 
Auditors will hold him. to his 
budget. 

In the past, expenditures were 
allowed to extend far beyond 
the appropriation, with no re- 
gard to the taxpayers’ legal 
right to vote on the matter. 

Apparently Mr, Hanks, find- 
ing himself in this new situa- 
tion, feels that he must ask the 
people for an additional $46,200 
for a total of $130,980 for the 
1970-71 Road and Bridge and 
Special Hard Road Funds. 

The people who are present 
at the special meeting July 13 
will be allowed to vote on this 
budget amendment, which may 
seriously affect the tax levy of 
the coming year, 

The fiscal year for the high- 
way commissioner ends Sept. 
1, 1970. In the past, this also 
was disregarded and, as a re- 
sult of this situation, he finds 
himself running short of funds 
for the 1969-70 fiscal year and is 
also requesting an addition to 
last year’s budget of $22,000 to 
carry him to Sept. 1. 

We believe that a budget 
should express only the total 
amount needed to furnish com- 
plete service to the roads of 
Nameoki township and not 
cause undue burden on thé tax- 
payers. 

Therefore, we urge each reg- 
istered voter of Nameoki town- 
ship to appear at this meeting, 
where you will have a chance to 
vote for or against the $68,200 
increases proposed by the 
highway commissioner or to set 
a figure of your own for the 
1969-70 and the 1970-71 fiscal 
years. 

It is the opinion of the Name- 
oki Township Citizens’ Commit- 
tee that there is no need for 
such an increase for the 1969-70 
fiscal year and there are no 
conditions that have changed to 
warrant an increase of more 
than 50% for the 1970-71’year.

CLEAR ENFORCEMENT 
POWER ON POLLUTION 
To the Editor: 

The anti-pollution “package 
was a 29-bill set of legislation 
that set up three new agencies, 
each complementing each oft! 
er; the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, a single Pollution 
Control Board and an applied 
Research and Development In- 
stitute on the environment, 

‘A bond issue, if approved by 
the voters in November, will 
provide seven hundred fifty 
million dollars for municipal 
sewage treatment ‘and solid 
waste disposal, 

‘The news media variously re- 
ported that due to the influence 
of industry and labor, the law 
was substantially weakened in 
the latter days of deliberation. 
I disagree with this interpreta 
tion. 

‘The changes were extensive, 
yet uniformly they improved the 
legislation: by making: 

1, Regulations more cons!st- 
ent and enforceable, 

2. Provisions less susceptible 
to arbitrary decisions and more 
sensitive to definitive data. 

3, Language clearer and less 
subject to interpretative whim. 

4. Authority for enforcement 
more clearly defined. 

Representatives of labor and 
industry were pleased with the 
final result, as the above pro- 
visions were effected, but they 
uniformly still stated that the 
Dill was “tough but fair.” 

In an effort to get legislation 
passed this session, many of 
«the deliberations were hurried. 
Discrepancies are sure to show 
within the next year. 

Yet, I’m also pleased that we 
do have such. legislation . . . 
and that it is considered by all 
to be “tough but fair.” 

The legislation puts Illinois 
far into leadership among the 
states in attention to enyiron- 
mental problems. None of Illi: 
nois’ immediate neighbors have 
near the concern nor the legis- 
lation to control pollution, 

This legislation, of course, 1s 
not a cure-all. It is but the 
opening volley in the war 
against pollution, 

In several respects, this legis- 
lation consolidates functions 
previously performed in frag- 
mented fashion by other (state 
agencies. Two important) jobs 
now handled by the Department 
of Public Health will be trans- 
ferred into the new agency; 
this includes the functions of 
the Sanitary Water Board and 
the Air Pollution Control Board. 

Many lesser agencies. and 
functions are, also, part of this 
consolidation. In addition, how- 
ever, the legislation adds im- 
portant provisions against water 
pollution, air pollution, noise, 
trash and radiation and has im~- 
portant considerations for pres- 
ervation of natural resources. 

A bond issue proposal will be 
offered to the public by a ref- 
erendum in the fall election. It 
will call for the sale of $750 mil- 
lion worth of bonds over jthe 
next ten years for matching 
grants to local municipalities 
solely for sewage plant im- 
provement and solid waste dis- 
posal. 

Estimates by the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health in- 
dicate that this amount of 
money on a Y%, %4, 4 matching- 
grant basis is necessary to get 
this control aspect of water 
pollution up-to-date. 

The cities desperately need 
help in this respect, yet can’t 
find these large sums of money. 
Yet, it is truly a “public” func 
tion, one in which the state can 
help fairly and properly. Much 
more publicity will be forth 
coming. 

The “message” to our citizens 
implied by this legislation could 
well read as follows: 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency, a single pollution con- 
trol board, has been created by 
this new legislation for the pur- 
pose of restoring, maintaining 
and enhancing the purity of the 
state’s air, water and land in 
order to protect the health, wel- 
fare, property and quality of 
life of the citizens of this state.

“These young people are do- 
ing a fine job and they are re- 
ceiving good training for the 
future,” Mayor Donald Part- 
ney commented Friday in dis- 
cussing the 55 boys and girls 
hired in Granite City through 
the Neighborhood Youth Corps 
in-school program. 

“It makes me proud to see 
so many young men and wo- 
men who have worked in this 
program in previous years now 
employed in good jobs around 
town,” the mayor ‘said. “They 
do such good work, we are 
pleased to recommend them 
for positions in private’ indus- 
try when they complete high 
school,” he added. 

Of the 55 young people hired 
under the summer program this 
year, most are assigned to 
tasks in city departments and 
some are situated in jobs pro- 
vided by welfare and service 
agencies. and by local church 
offices. 

Originated 4 Years Ago 

Mayor Partney originated the 
in-school job. program here 
four years ago, with only six 
or eight teenagers involved in 
the initial project. The pro- 
gram. has expanded yearly, 
with 51 enrollees employed in 
1969, increasing to the 55 this 

ear. = 

Youthful ‘employees receive 
$1.45 per hour and work a 26- 
hour week during the ten-week 
program. 

A few spots still remain un- 
filled, with prospective appli- 
cants invited to call Mrs. Lil- 
lian Douglas, at 876-2383, for 
information relating to neces- 
sary qualifications. 

Those eligible for employ- 
ment through the NYC pro- 
gram are youths 16 years of 
age or older, whose family in- 
come conforms to factors set 
forth in federal guidelines, the 
mayor explained. 

Most important, he stressed, 
the young employees must be 
planning to return to . school 
this fall. 

Federal, Local Funds 

A major portion of th pro- 
gram funds is provided by the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps, a 
project of the Bureau of Work 
Training Programs under the 
U. S. Department of Labor 
operating in Madison and St. 
Clair counties. 

Additional funding assistance 
was furnished the last three 
years by the Tri-Cities Chai 
ber of Commerce, the Associ- 
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ated Retailers and Civic 
Association, the Downtown 
Granite City Shopping Center 
Association and the city of 
Granite City. 

Enrollees are assigned to 
various tasks under the direct 
supervision of department su- 
pervisors. Mayor Partney em- 
phasized that none of the 
youngsters ‘are . performing 
work normally done by regular 
city employees. 

The number of youths assign- 
ed to different departments 
and agencies is: police depart- 
ment, two; treasurer's office, 
three; city painter, city hall 
maintenance, inspector's office 
and city clerk, one each; hu- 
mane shelter, four; city treat- 
ment plant, three; assessor's 
office, one. 

Granite City public library, 
one; Boy Scout office, one; 
Granite City park district, 
nine; YMCA, three. 

St. Elizabeth Hospital and 
Granite ‘City Housing Author- 
ity, six each; Coordinated 
Youth Services, two.
